BACK TO THE FARMS. 
From the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
For a century th^ agricultural move­ 
ment has been westward. 
New Eng­ 
land has been deserted by thousands 
in search of land of their own. 
The 
abandoned farm became one of the 
serious social and economic problems 
of that section of the country. 
According to 
the 
report 
of the 
Maine commissioner of agriculture 
there is now a movement kl the oppo­ 
site direction. 
From many states peo­ 
ple are now coming to invest in Maine 
lands. While th e movement is not yet 
large it is regarded as highly signifi- 
cent. 
Already there are fewer unoc­ 
cupied farms than a year ago and the 
agricultural methods are undergoing 
a change. 
Stock breeding, m arket gardening 
and* fruit growing promise to supplant 
the present agricultural activities. The 
proximity of these sections to the in-* 
dustrial markets and the labor saving 
that can be effected in these pursuits 
by comparison with 
grain 
growing 
seem to be the determining consider­ 
ations. 
The high price of land in the West 
has doubtless played 
an 
important 
part in stimulating the eastward move­ 
ment. 
With land in Iowa and other 
states selling for $600 an acre it is dif­ 
ficult for the young farm er with no 
capital of his own to acquire a farm. 
By changing his methods and moving 
east his chances are considerably im­ 
proved. 
The country as a whole 
will wel­ 
come this movement back to the New 
England farms. 
It promises a more 
wholesome 
economic 
and 
social 
growth than a population so predim- 
inately industrial.

activity. 


V. E. Davidson of Chicago, presi­ 
dent of the Illinois Society of Archi­ 
tects, has just made up a statement in­ 
stituting a most interesting 
eompari- 
.on between the cost of building ma­ 
terials at the present 
time 
and in 
1914. 
Ile shows 
that 
while retail 
prices of timber and lumber are some­ 
thing like 50 per cent below the peak 
of 1920, they are still more than 150 
per cent above the average of pre-war 
schedules. 
Lumber which cost $15 in 
March, 1914, is quoted at the present 
time at $42. 
Lumber which cost $18 
in 1914 sells today at $40. 
Lumber 
which in 1914 could be had at $18.50 
retailed on March 8, 1921, at $48. 
So it goes. 
The increase over pre­ 
war levels in the prices of concrete 
and masonry materials is not as great 
as that in lumber, but on March IO, 
1921, Mr. Davidson found that he was 
paying on an 
average 
96 per cent 
more for materials of this sort than 
he had paid on the same date in 1914. 
For example, common 
brick 
which 
sold for $7 in 1914 sold on March IO, 
1921, for $16. 
Lime, which could be 
had in 1914 for 70 cents, cost $1.60 in 
1921. 
Crusher} gravel had gone up 
from $1.75 to $3. 
Mr. Davidson waN not dealing with 
paper figures but got his facts from 
actual houses now under construction 
in Chicago. 
Of course, it is a fact, as 
he points out, that the cost of pro­ 
ducing lumber and of producing other 
building materials has increased very 
much in the past seven years but his 
contention is that costs all along the 
line, including labor, 
transportation, 
fuel, and 
everything 
else 
must be 
brought down if building is to revive. 
It. is time, he says, for everybody to 
jolt their cards on the table, and he 
is right. 
All over the country complaint is 
heard that rentals are far too high. 
So they are. 
They were too high even 
before the boom had lost its bloom 
and when there was a general indif­ 
ference as to what things cost. 
Now 
that depression has come, now that 
unemployment is becoming more gen­ 
eral, now that a long lean period lies 
ahead, it is impossible that people can 
continue to pay such rentals. 
It will

cost of road construction materials 
and labor is rapidly dropping, ac­ 
cording to A. W. Graham, state 
highway engineer.

chief among them being the halting 
of almost all railroad construction 
work. 
‘ Factories

and iron are facing a crisis,” Mr. 
Graham said. 
“ They must either 
close their plants and let their or­ 
ganizations scatter or they must go 
after what business 
is 
available 
and keep their plants open, even if 
they do business at cost. 
Many of 
them are going to choose the latter 
course. This will result in cheaper 
bridge materials. 
“The fact that the railroads are 
not doing any construction work 
and that industrial building is far 
from booming relieves the transpor­ 
tation problem to a considerable ex­ 
tent. too. 
“The only road material that is p 
not slumping in price now is ce- j 
ment, aud even that is much cheap- J 
er than formerly and will. within i 
the next few months undoubtedly | 
be even cheaper. 
The labor situs- j 
tion is much easier, too, and with j 
the coining of warmer weather, we i 
do not expect to have very many * 
jobs or projects held up for lack of 
bidders. 
“One of the best tests we have to 
apply is the attitude of the contrac­ 
tors. We are getting plenty of bids 
now on every project advertised, 
where a year ago the contractors 
would uot even bid on the work. 
Many of the bids now are well un­ 
der the estimates, which indicates 
that the possibility for a great re­ 
vival of road building is unprece­ 
dented.
